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ON FEB. 14 PRESIDENT PEREZ (CAP) TRAVELLED TO THE CITIES 
OF CARUPANO AND CUMANA (SUCRE STATE) TO SPEAK AT THE 
CEREMONIES MARKING THE FORMAL TRANSFER OF THE CITIES' 
PORTS FROM THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT TO THE STATE 
GOVERNMENT. (THE GOVERNOR HAD ALREADY ANNOUNCED THAT 
HE, IN TURN, WOULD PRIVATIZE PORT ADMINISTRATION.) 
CAP'S SPEECHES INCLUDED THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS: 

- THE COUP PLOTTERS MIGHT HAVE THOUGHT THAT THEY WOULD 
RECEIVE PUBLIC SUPPORT, BUT THE PEOPLE DEMONSTRATED 
FAITH IN THEIR INSTITUTIONS. "NEVERTHELESS, LET IT BE

TO REFLECT SERIOUSLY ON THIS ... " 

- "DEMOCRACY HAS NOT GIVEN TO VENEZUELA ALL THAT IT 
SHOULD HAVE GIVEN IT; THERE ARE IMPORTANT DEFICIENCIES 
IN ITS INSTITUTIONS, IN THE OPERATIONS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT, IN THE CONDUCT AND LEADERSHIP OF THE 
POLITICAL PARTIES, IN THE ACTIVITY OF DIVERSE PUBLIC AND 
PRIVATE INSTITUTIONS ..." 

- "THIS UNFORTUNATE EVENT MUST SERVE TO TEACH US A 
LESSON, TO DO THE ANALYSIS THAT WILL BRING US TO 
HARMONIZE OUR TASKS WITH THE DESIRES OF THE PEOPLE... WE

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NO LONGER BE TRAFFIC IN PREFERENTIAL DOLLARS OR EXPORT 
LICENSES BECAUSE THEY NO LONGER EXIST... NOW ONE CANNOT 
NEGOTIATE THE BIG CONTRACTS WITH THE GOVERNMENT BECAUSE 
BIDS ARE SUBMITTED AND THIS IS A TRANSPARENT PROCESS."

2. RANGEL TO USLAR PIETRI 



IN WHAT APPEARED TO BE ANOTHER STEP IN A CAMPAIGN TO 
POINT OUT THAT ECONOMIC REFORMS REDUCE CORRUPTION, THE 
GOVERNMENT RELEASED THE TEXT OF A LETTER FROM MINISTER 
OF THE PRESIDENCY BEATRICE RANGEL TO PUBLIC PROSECUTOR 
RAMON ESCOVAR SALOM, ASKING HIM TO INVESTIGATE CHARGES 
RAISED BY NOTED INTELLECTUAL ARTURO USLAR PIETRI. 
(ESCOVAR SALOM IS NOT PART OF THE CAP ADMINISTRATION. 
HE HEADS THE PUBLIC MINISTRY, WHICH IS TECHNICALLY A 
FOURTH BRANCH OF GOVERNMENT, AND HE CANNOT BE REMOVED 
FROM OFFICE BY CAP.) IN A FEB. 8 PRESS INTERVIEW, 
USLAR, WITHOUT NAMING NAMES, HAD STATED THAT "GIGANTIC

AND IN CONNECTION WITH IT." ACCORDING TO RANGEL ' S

HAD THE GOAL OF TRANSPARENCY IN DECISIONS. THE ECONOMIC 
POLICIES ADOPTED , FAR FROM SEEKING A CONCENTRATION OF 
WEALTH. . .PERMIT THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL IN INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE . "
